It  permits  no  uncertainty  as  to  appro¬ 
priation  of  money  or  methods  of  as¬ 
sessment  and  collection  of  taxes.  It 
centralizes  authority  in  a  body  .di¬ 
rectly  responsible  to  the  people,  and 
and  provides  for  an  enlarged  system 
of  home  rule.  It  provides  authority 
for  the  opening,  grading,  maiiulamiz 
iu'g,  curbing,  ami  guttering  of  streets, 
the  laving  of  sidewalks,  aud  the  build¬ 
ing  of  ewers.  It  provides  for  the 
making  of  ordinances  for  the*  projter 
regulation,  and  repair  of  streets  and 
sidewalks.  It  provides  for  such  meth 
o  Is  of  payment  for  public  improve¬ 
ments  as  'shall  l>e  least  burdensome 
to  the  taxpayer,  and  most  economical 
to  the  township. 

It  provides  for  the  election  of  the 
Town  Council  by  wards,  j»ermitting 
an  enlarged  representation  from 
tbe  different  sections,  with  a  longer 
term  for  the  members  so  as  to  secure 
continuity  in  their  action.  In  tbe 
School  Board  it  provides  for  a  similar 
representation  from  each  ward,  se 
curing  a  full  ballot  upon  election  day, 
with  an  open  vote  for  appropriations 
by  the  representatives  of  the  people 
m  the  Township  Council.  It  thus 
gives  to' all  voters  the  fullest  impor¬ 
tunities  for  a  choice  of  representatives 
in  accordance  with  their  known  con¬ 
victions  on  public  matters,  ami  by  iu 
creasing  the  number  of  primaries 
gives-  a  Duller  expression  to  public 
opinion 

Uih'U  the  whole  it  seems  to  be  a 
good  law  to  adopt,  and  likely  to  insure 
a  new  i*eiiod  of  prosperity  to  tbe 
township.

would  fall  a  prey  to  saloon  influence  afnl 
eventually  that  influence  would  be  dom¬ 
inant  in  tlie  town,  a  thing  that  had  never 
Occurred  in  Bloomfield  yet.  It  was  ex¬ 
plained  lo  Mr.  Hewitt  that  tlie  Town 
Council  itself  constituted  the  Excise 
Board. 

The  section  relating  to  the  siilnri  s  of 
tlie  town  officials  was  commented  on  at 
length.  Mr.  Arozi  Dodd  asked  if  the 
Town  founcil  voted  then  own  salaries, 
and  on  being  answered  iu  the  affirmative 
exclaimed  iu  a  laconic  ton  ,  ‘  I  though  I 
ko*‘  A  number  of  persons  in  tlie  room 
evidently  unfavorably  disposed  towards 
the  law,  attempted  to  get  up  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  applause  at  what  they  consid¬ 
ered  a  point  scored  against  it.  Mi.  Dodd 
immediately  put  a  damper  on  their  enthu¬ 
siasm  by  staling  that  he  did  not  ask  these 
questions  with  a  view  to  disparaging  the 
new  law  as  had  apparently  l*?en  intimated 
but  for  the  purpose  of  gaiuiiig  Informa¬ 
tion  . 

Mr.  llardcastle  asked  under  what  law 
anti  what  amount  of  salary  tlie  present 
Town  C  ommittee  was  paid.  He  was  In¬ 
formed  that  the  present  committee's  pay 
is  llxed  by  statute  at  two  dollars  per  diem 
and  amounts  to  about  sixty  dollars  per 
year.  Tlie  committee  have  it  in  their 
power  to  iuerense  this  amount  by  calling 
special  meetings,  so  that  the  danger 
under  the  old  law  was  as  great  as  under 
the  new. 

Mr.  Anizi  Dodd  spoke  io  reference  to 
Section  *1  concerning  general  laws.  Ad¬ 
dressing  Mr.  Barretl  he  asked  if  he  knew 
just  what  those  general  laws  were,  which 
of  them  woi,ld  be  injurious,  which  benefl 
dal.  Mr.  Barrett  replied  that  he  could 
not  at  the  moment  refer  to  any  general 
law  incompatible  with  this  act.  The 
scope  of  the  law  in  question  was,  so  wide 
that  all  the  general  laws  iu  force  would 
doubtless  be  applicable  to  it.  Of  his  ow  n 
knowledge  lie  was  not  aware  of  any'gerl5' 
enil  law  that  would  have  an  ii  jurious 
effect.  Mr.  Dodd  then  referred  to  tlie 
matter  of  dividing  the  town  into  waids. 
As  he  understood,  the  flrst  division  would 
be  of  an  experimental  character  and 
might  not  prove  satisfactory.  Did  the  law 
provide  for  a  redistrb-ting  if  this  should 
prove  to  be  the  case?  Mr.  Barrett  stated 
that  there  was  a  law  which  would  apply 
in  this  case  allowing  cities  of  the  llrst 
class  to  be  redistrb  ted  not  more  than 
once  iu  five  j  earf#and  cities  of  the  second 
class  after  the  taking  of  the  census.  Mr. 
Mr.  Dodd  asked  if  tie  I'ouucll'had  power 
to  vote  money  for  ti  e  erection  of  a  town 
hall  without  first  submitting  the  matter 
to  the  people.
